RED-HOT SPEECHES. 

Speeches in support of the resolutions were 
made by Edward Goldsmith, Tom O'Neill, L. 
Field, E. Beekman and William Penn Rogers. 
The speeches were almost all based on the 
proclamation of Herr Most, issued in his pa- 
per, the Freiheit, yesterday afternoon, call- 
ng on the workingmen to protest ainst the 
condemnation of the Chicago anarchists, and 
to raise funds by which the case could be 
carried to the United States Supreme Court. 

The Socialists inthe Twenty-fourth Assem- 
bly District held a special meeting in Kern’s 
Hall, One Hundred and Fifty-first street and 
Third avenue. Their organization was only 
formed about two weeks ago, most of the 
members being connected with the United 
Labor party, and no permanent officers have 
yet been elected. The platform of the Con- 
ference of Socialists recently held in Webster 
Hall was adopted. The question of the Chi- 
cago condemned Anarchists was then taken 
up. Acommittee was appointed to draft res- 
olutions protesting against the action of the 
Supreme Court o linois. The resolutions 
were almost similar to those adopted at the 
mass-meeting on First avenue. The meeting 
decided to send delegates to the meeting to be 
held in Webster Hall to-night. 

The Fifteenth Assembly District Labor 
League held astrong meeting last night at 
which sentiments of sympathy with the con- 
demned Chicago Anarchists were disseminated 
freely and cheered vociferously. There was 
one person present who made a weak protest 
to the effect that the meeting was a Socialist 
and notananarchial one. Wm. Penn Rogers 
then madeafurther arraignment of the op- 
position Labor party and then went into a 
loud denunciation of everybody connected 
with the condemnation of the condemned An- 
archists, whose fate had been learned from 
the Leader’s display heading of the ‘‘doomed’’ 
in ite last issue.

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THE LOCAL SYMPATHIZERS. 


What They Think About the Sentence of the 
Chicago Bomb-Throwers. 


The news of the death sentence pronounced 
by the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois 
yesterday upon the Anarchists now confined 
inthe Chicago jail did not create general ex- 
citement in this city, owing tothe scarcity of 
the philosophers of that class here. It created 
sufficient excitement, however, among the 
few that do reside in this city and was 
eagerly discussed by them at one or two 


resorts where they occasionally gather. 
Not a few of the local Anarchists dropped in 
last night at the saloon of Max Stoehr, the 
Socialist, on South Broadway, and exchanged 
views on the probable outcome of the cele- 
brated Chicago case. The general impression 
among them seemed to be that their friends in 
Chicago would not bang. The sentence, they 
argned, and the further policy of the State in 
the matter had been arranged before-hand 
between the Governor and the Supreme 
Judges. The scheme, as they outline it, is this: 
The law affecting the case was necessarily to 
be carried outand the men, according to the 
requirements of the law, were sentenced to 
death. But as clearly Messrs. Spies & Co. 
were really not guilty of murder, or, in fact, 
conspiracy to murder, the duty of the Govern- 
or inthe premises is plein, namely, to pardon 
the men or commute the sentence. Whatever 
merit thelogic of the above proposition may 
possess, local Anarchists are convinced that 
the ontcome of the proceedings will be just as 
they predict. 
MAX STOEHR TALES. 

Max Stoehr himself was astounded when in- 
formed of the fate of the Chicago Anarchists. 
Mr. Stoehr claims that he is not an Anarchist 
himself. While he does not altogether tndorse 
their sentiments, he is somewhat interested, 
both inthe questions of their doctrines and 


in the fate of the men. Mr. 
Stoehr says that he is a Socialist 
but notan anarchist. The little man’s eyes 


shot fire as soon as he fully understood that 
the rope’send is wy eae Pe Chicago con- 
spirators, and he said: ‘*This business is very 
bad. I never thought for a moment that these 
men would be sentencedto death. I never 
believed that they would. Now I suppose the 
case is settied, but it isn’t overyet. This 
country will see some terrible deeds of 
vengeance if these men are hung. 
Acts like that which shook the city of 
Chicago last spring will be every-day occur- 
rences. Blood and fire willrule, and when I 
look forward to the awful vengeance which 
the friends of the Anarchists will take I'm 
afraid to bebold it. All the Anarchists have 
not been caught yet, and there are hundreds 
of fire-eaters amongthem. They will repay 
this work with deeds that will shake the 
country. 
ANARCHY NOT ORGANIZED. 

„It the men are hung, continued he, there 
is no doubt that bloody deeds will follow their 
executions, but Ido not believe that any or- 
ganized effort at vengeance will be made. The 
Anarchists are not organized like we Social- 
ists. We believein centralization of power 
and in some executive head. The Anarchist# 
believe in the diffusion of power and no exec- 
utive bead. Hence their weakness. The Anarch- 
iste in St.Louis will probably hold a meeting on 
the action of the court in this case, dut the 
two factions which exist here hate each other 
too much to unite. The Reifgrabber faction 
and the Currlin faction are the bitterest of 
enemies and can never be brought together. 
This same sort of feeling existe everywhere as 
in St. Louis. They are too, split up, too care- 
less in admitting members to ever be able to 
form ubnity.Individuals will attempt to avenge 
the death of Spies and the rest of them but 
there will be no concerted action.’’

The Pitcairn Islanders. 


From the New York Times. 

The news just brought to San Francisco by 
the Hahnemann from Pitcairn Island recalisthe 
fact that almosta century has passed since 
this spot was occupied by the mutineers of the 
Bounty, whose story is so familiar to the 
English-speaking world. The Hannemann re- 
— that the population of the solitary and 

arboriess island has increased to 107, of 
whom fifty-seven are women. This is popu- 
lation enoughfor an area of less than two 
square miles of rather unproductive soil. The 
original party of mutineers, under Christian, 
numbered nine British sailors, with six men 
and twelve women, whom they — — awa 
from Tahiti. When the American Capt. Foi- 
ger discovered the Pitcairn colony eighteen 
years later only one of the fifteen men was 
alive, but their children were growing up in 

ood habitsgjnto an estimable community, 

ifty-six ye ago their numbers had reached 
eighty-seven, and as they thought themselves 
unduly crowded in their rock-bound islet, 
they emigrated to Tahiti. This experiment 
was a failure, and most of them went back to 
their old home within a year. A quarter ofa 
century later they again found themselves too 
numerous for so small a spot, numbering over 
two hundred, and the British Government, on 
their petition, removed them to Norfolk 
Island. Three years later two families, num- 
bering seventeen, returned to Pitcairn. Possi- 
bly others followed. Atall events the census 
now brought by the Hahnemann indicates that 
in due time there will be another exodus from 
this interesting island, followed very likely by

The Pay of European Legislators. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Some curious statistics have been pub- 
lished concerning the salaries given to mem- 
bere of Parliament in various foreign na- 
tions. To begin with France, the Senators 
and Deputies receive the same remuneration— 
namely I sterling a day. In Belgium each 
member of the Chamber of Representatives 
gets £17a month. In Denmark the members 
of the Landsthing are paid about 15 shillings a 

In Portugal the Peers and Com- 

are given the same sum, which 
is £67 a year. In Sweden the members 
of the Diet receive. £66 for a session of 
four months, but they have to refund a fine of 
12 shillings for every day’s absence. That is 
nota bad idea. In Switzerland the members 
of the National Council get 10 shillings per 
diem, and those of the Council of State from 
6 shillings to 10 shillings. In Norway the 
members of the Stortling receive 14 shillings 
a day during the session, which lasts about 
six weeks. In Italy the Senators and Depu- 
ties are not paid, but they are allowed travel- 
ing expenses and certain privileges. In Spain 
the members of the Cortes are also unpaid, 
but enjoy many advantages and immunities. 
In Greece the Senators get £20 a month and 
the Deputies £10. In — 2 the Repre- 
sentatives receive an average of 10 shillings a 
day. In Austria the pay is the same as in 
France, EI a day. England is the only country 
where the Members of Parliament are not 
only unpaid, but have no right to privileges.

Joseph Frantz and August Gahr were lodged 
in the County Jail at Belleville, III., to-day on 
a charge of having made a most diabolical at- 
tempt to wreck a passenger train on the IIll- 
nois & St. Louis Railroad, near West Belle- 
ville, on the morning of April 15, 1886. The 
arrests caused considerable excitement in 
Belleville, for the reason that the Illinois 
& St. Louis Railroad is patronized almost 
exciusively by Belleville people, and had the 
fiendish attempt to ditch the train been suc- 
cessful probably 100 people of that city would 
have either been killed or maimed for life. 
The arrest of Frantz was made at an early 
hour this morning at his home, in West 
Belleville, and Gahr was arrested 
by Chief of Police Oster of Believiile, and 
Sergt. Hall of the Second Police District of 
St. Louis, at 2114 South Eleventh street. Gahr 
was taken to the Four Oourts, and, giving his 
consent to go back to Belleville withouta 
requisition, he was taken there on the 11 
o’clock train by Chief Oster. 

The case on the men was worked up by 
Chief Oster and Mr. D. J. Timlin, master me- 
chanicof the Lilinois and St. Louis road. 
They received 

- THEIR FIRST CLUB 
about three weeks ago froma man named Wil- 
liam Ward. Ward and Frantz had a row 
ina saloon in West Belleville, and Frantz 
struck Ward with brass knuckles, injuring 
him severely. This quarrel naturally 
engendered a bitter feeling of resentment in 


Ward’s breast against Frantz, and he resolved 
to avenge himseif on his enemy by divulging 
what he knew about the former’s crime. He 
wentto Mr. David Timlin, the master me- 
chanic of the road, and informed him that 
he knew who the men were who had displaced 
the rails near Belleville, on 

’ 836. Mr. Timlin elicited 
him all the information he possessed 
ubout the matter and immediately notified 
Deputy Sheriff Dawson and Chief of Police 
Oster. Ward had given no positive informa- 
tion, andthe efforts of the officer to accu- 
mulate sufficient evidence to secure a 
conviction before they made the arrests was 
not rewarded with encoaraging success, and 
last night it was decided to make the arrests 
on the information which had already 
been secured, and trustto getting one of the 
men to squeal. Frantz was accordingly jailed 
shortiy after midnight, and Chief Oster and 
Officer Schmidt then drove to St. Louis 
in a buggy so as to arrive there before news of 
Frantz arrest could possibly reach Gahr. 
When they, with Sergt. Hall, called 
at No. 2114 South zleventh street, 
St. Louis, where Gahr was board. 
ing, they found him still in bed. When told 
what he was wanted for he immediately weak- 
ened, and the officer had no fears 
that they would not be abie 
to get him tosqueal. As it proved they were 
right for when Gahr was told by 
Chief Oster on the train to Belle- 
ville that enough evidence had deen 
secured to convict him and that his friend 
Frantz was — too anxious to turn State's 
evidence, he toid the whole story. 

THE STORY. 

His accountof the affairas related to the 
Chief is substantially as follows: On the night 
of the l4th of April, 1886, before the saloons 
had been closed in obedience to a proclama- 
tion issued that evening by Mayor 
Reis, he and Frantz, with several others 
had purchased a keg of beer, which they 
drank in the yard of Ernest Gerhardt’s place, 
on the corner of Main and West streets. All 
the crowd became more or less intoxicated, 
and about 12 o’clock Frantz asked 
Gahr to go with him He did not specify 
where he wanted to go and the latter was too 
drunk to care much where he went. 
He accompanied him and when 
they came to a small farm a 
short distance out of Belleville Frantz picked 
up a large iron crow-bar and then 
made the proposition to Gahr that 
they pull the spikes ont of a 
couple of rails on the Illinois & St. Louis 
road and ditch atrain toshow the company 
that the strikers meant business. Gahr's 
brain was too muddled by liquor for him 
to fully appreciate the enormity of the crime 
suggested and he announced his willingness. 
When they reached a sharp curve abouta 
half mile west of est Belleville 
Frantz, who was sober, compared to his 
companion, gave the latter the crow- 
bar and ordered him to pull the 
spikes. He drawing out 
twenty-eight and displacing 
two rails. The place where the rails were dis- 
piaced is in a deep cut, and had not 
the displaced rails been discov- 
ered before the train came along 
a horrible catastrophe would have cer- 
tainly occurred. After having accom- 
plished the drawing of the spikes 
the men walked down to the est- 
ern Brewe pond and threw the imple- 
ment with which they had done the diabolical 
work intothe water. The next morning at5 
o’clock Mr. D. J. Timlin, master mechanic, 
who feared that an attempt to wreck a train 
was likely to be made on the road sent out en- 
gine No. 8 with John Frey as engineer to in- 
spect the road-bed. Mr. Timlin also went 
with the engine. The rate at 
which they traveled was not more than 
six milesan hour, and the displaced rails were 
discovered when they were ata sufficient dis- 
tance away to allow them to slow up before 
the place was reached. 

WHO THE MEN ARE. 

Gahr was formerlya miner, but lately has 
been employed as a hod-carrierin St, uls. 
Frantz has been in the employ of the Illinois 
& St. Louis Railroad from January, 1834, 
up to last night when he was arrested. He 
was a brakeman on the coal train. He lives in 
West Belleville and was married only about 
three months ago.

FALL STYLES FOR MEN. 


Some of the Newest Fashions for Men Who 
Desire to Be Properly Dressed. 


From the New York Mail and Express. 


The evening dress suit shows marked 
IM 2 The skirts are out somewhat longer 
and the waist sets in more closely over the 
hips, as it the coat was worn buttoned. All 
attempts, however, to popularize a white or 
colored lining have failed, and black silk or 
satin willbe the material generally used. A 
light cream or yellow silk sleve-lining, how- 
ever, is considered good form. That old- 
tfmer, the notched collar, is the style advised 
tor corpulent men, While for tall and slightly 
built persons the shawl-roll is considered 
most becoming. Broadcloth and invisible 
diagonals are the materials most in favor, not 
only for coats but for trousers and waistcoats 
as well. When cloth istcoats are worn 
they should be embroidered, and will be con- 
sidered quite the thing, no matter whether 
they have three or four buttons, while waist- 
coats are also to be worn, but to be correct 
must be of embossed or embroidered silk. 
The trousers will be worn rather more closely 
fitting than last year, vet not so tight as to be 
easily bagged atthe knee. Hip trousers, to 
be worn withdut suspenders, are most in 
favor, but there is Objection to 
braces on that The tull- 
dress evening shirt open in 
front. The tendency is toward flowered and 
ribbed pique bosoms, the floral design most 
favored being the fleur de lis. Fashion, how- 
ever, permits the plain Dosom with a narrow 
cord. One or three studs is considered equally 
— taste, but two should never be worn. 

he cuffs should be attached tothe shirt and 
be fastened by narrow links, while the stand- 
ing collar, withturnover points, is necessary 
to perfect dress. The white tie is still in favor, 
although the narrow little bows of black satin 
will contest forthe supremacy. To complete 
the evening full dress, a moderately wide- 
toed patent-leather gaiter is considered tne 
proper caper. Laced 43 — pumps, 
low-cut shoes and calf boots are tabooed. 

A new idea in connection with evening dress 
is the dress sack coat. It looks well and costs 
much, and on this account will commend it- 
selfto many. It is made of fine worsteds. Its 
edges are bound with narrow French braid, 
turned over so as to imitate cord, and the roll 
is silk-faced. On the left breast, high up, is 
a single buttonhole intended for a bouttonniere 
or a Sir Knight’s button. There are no bute 
tonsonthe coat, nor any outside pockets. 
There are two inside pockets in the 
lower half of the coat, and the sleeves 
are turned back or finished to imi- 
tate cuffs three and one-half inches 
deep, and are closed with two buttons. These 
coats, however, are intended for wear only 
when the strains of formality are slightly re- 
laxed. Although made to wear on dress occa- 
sions, it is not intended to supplant the 
swallow-tail, but to be used in the proper 

lace at the proper time in place of the claw- 

ammer. Such times and places would be at 
stag dinners, in the club-house and the 
billiard-room. In the overcoat line the Inver- 
ness without sleeves will be the most popular. 
Made moderately long, of medium or heavy 
weight goods, it can be put on and slipped o 
of the shoulders with great ease and without 
wrinkling the clothes or disarranging the 
collar. cuffs or tie. 

For morning wear three or four-button cut- 
aways will be quite the thing, the figure gov- 
erning the garment’s style. For instance, a 
stout man will be advised by his tailor to wear 
a three-button coat, while a slim man will 
be told that a f@ur-button coat suits him best. 
A black or blue-black wide wale worsted 
diagonal is about the only material suitable 
for these coats and should be trimmed 
with a flat braid laid on. For busi- 
ness the sack coat will lead. These will be 
made up of small check and stripe suit- 
ings, with striped effects taking the lead. 
Elderly gentiemen will find themselves best 
suited in the frock and one-button cutaways, 
the last named coat being especially de- 
signed for corpulent men. For exceedingly 
dressy young men the double-breasted sack 
will offer attractions, for it can be worn in 
the early winter in lieu of an overcoat. The 
greatest change in coats from those worn last 
season willbe inthe roll of the collar, and is 
regarded as being decidedly effective. Full- 
ness and perfection of contour will mark the 
neck and shoulders, and is the result of an at- 
tempt to meet the change maide in waist- 
coats. 

These changes consist in a tendency to lower 
the cut. While six-button straight and curved 
crease vests will be worn, the most nobby and 
correct style is the five-button. Plain and 
notched collars will be considered good form, 
but a no-collar vest is not to be thought of. 
The general change of trousers noted in those 
for full dress applies to those usec for ordt- 
nary wear, except that the latter are a trifle 
hicher in the waist. 

The single-breasted, fiy-front Chesterfield 
will be the correct thing in overcoats for fall 
and early winter. Wide walé diagonals in 
dark colors will be the most swell, although 
gvod form admits of kerseys, meitons and 
other light-weight materials being used. 
Corkscrews are no longer considered in good 
taste. Forcold weather, snugly fitting coats 
of beaver, Montaignac cloth and like mate- 
rials will be used. They should be made with 
full sleeves, quilted satin facing, single or 
double-breasted and the sleeves and front 
should have a piping of velvet as near the 
shade ofthe cloth as vossible. For rough 
weather, the cape ulster will be found a com- 
fortable and correct style. It will differ from 
last year’s style in that it will be made more 
roomy and longer. The correctlength will be 
to within six or seven inches of the instep. 
The Astrakan, with deep fur collars, frays and 
heavy cuffs will also be affected by the too 
utterly utter, butfor genteel dress they are 
not regarded quite the thing. 

Shoes will be worn very much broader at the 
toe than last year. he cloth top button 
gaiter and the high-laced calf taking the lead. 
For dress occasions the patent leather laced 
will be good taste. 

In hats, however, there is nothing strikingly 
novel either in form or color. The tendency 
seems to be towarda neat, genteel Derby. 
Leading dealers have brought outahat of 
medium proportions, while one Broadway 
house offers a full block with a sort of flat-top 
—a compromise between a square and a round 
crown. Aboutthe only new thing in connec- 
tion with these articies of dress is in the color. 
Black seal and gold brown will be as popular 
as ever, but russet, nutria, tobacco and hazel 
will come infor afair share offavor. For 
knockaboutthe crush hat and Scotch cap will 
be worn. In high hats the tendency Is toward 
lower crowns and a more decided bell. In 
neckwear, as in suitings, stripes will be all 
the rage, plain colors and dots being tabooed.

BIRDS SHOT FOR PLUMAGE. 


Aigrettes From Florida and the Yorkshire 
Sea-Bird. 
From the London Saturaay Review. 

The account recently given by Mr. 
Bowler Sharpe in the Standard of the 
source and mode of procuring the little 
tufts of feathers not much bigger than a 
hairpin, and worn in the hats and bonnets 
of women of all ages under the name of 
osprey,iegret and aigrette, should cause 
considerable qualms of conscience even 
to the thoughtiess devotees of fashion. It 
would appear that the plumes are not de- 
rived from the osprey or fishing eagle, 
although it would be equally cruel to wear 
them if they were, but from the egrets 
and smaller herons, who wear them, like 
the ‘‘wanton lapwing,’’ only in the a 
and during the breeding season. These 
beautiful birds, we are told, breed gener- 
ally in companies or rookeries, “ and one 
of their principal nesting places is or was 
Florida. An American ornithologist, writ- 
ing recently from that State to the Auk 
says: Plume hunters have destroyed 
about all the Florida rookeries. I saw 
one whole wagon-load of the scapular 
plumes of Ardea Wardi at one point. It is 
a burning shame, and it would make your 
heart ache to hear the wails of the starv- 
ing young birds whose parents have been 
killed. Two years more of the present 
work and Ardea Wardi, as well asthe 
:arge and the small egrets, will be ag 
scarce as Ardea Wuerdemanni is now.” An- 
other well-known naturalist, Mr.Scott,ina 
paper on the bird rookeries of Florida, 
says: An old Frenchman came in with a 
boat and deliberately killed off the old 
birds (the brown pelican) as they were 
feeding their young, obtaining about 180 
ofthem. The young, about 3 weeks old, 
to the number of several hundreds, at 
least, and utterly unable to care for them- 
selves, were simply left to starve to death 
in their nests or to be eaten by raccoons 
and buzzards.’’ The price of “osprey” in 
London a year or two ago was about £136 
}a@ pound, and it is obvious that a wagon 
load must be a perfect fortune to a man, 
and nothing short of refusing to wear 
these nuptial plumes of these poor egrets 
will put an end to their slaughter. 

But there is going on at the present mo- 
ment an equally barbarous destruction of 
the beautiful sea-birds on our Yorkshire 
coast, for the very same purpose of pro- 
viding trimmings for girls’ and women’s 
hats and bonnets. The Standard says— 
and we know it to be true from other 
sources—that ‘‘the sea-bird shooting sea- 
sou has commenced off the Yorkshire 
coasts, and large numbers of sportsmen 
and excursionists have visited Flambor- 
ough, where the birds are uncommonly 
numerous. Many thousands have alread 
been Berna ming and it is thought there will 
this year be an indiscriminate slaughter 
of these useful and beautiful birds, as the 
London dealers and the taxidermists are 
giving better prices for them than in past 
seasons.” This heartless destructior is 
the more deplorable as it had been antici- 
pated, and efforts have been made, but in 
vain, to induce the magistrates of the East 
Riding, in which Flamborough Head is 
situated, to follow the example of their 


and we believe of every other part of the 
British coast where sea birds breed, to ex- 
tend the close time from August 1 to wee 
tember 1 and thus allow the young birds 
to get well on the wing and the old birds 
to recover from the tameness and fear- 
lessness of man incident to the — 
season and the subsequent molting o 
their feathers.

Surprising Statements Made by a French 
Missionary.

Abbe Larrieu, formerly a missionary in 
China, has published Nu. 2

A NATURALIZATION QUESTION, 

The State courts in New York continue 
to admit Chinamen to naturalization 
while the Federal courts follow the Cali- 
fornia decision of Judge Sawyer and hold 
that, under the uniform rule of natural- 
ization prescribed by Congress, only white 
men or persons of African descent are 
eligible to citizenship. The State courts 
are authorized to construe the naturaliza- 
tion laws for themselves in issuing 
naturalization papers, and if they are not 
convinced by the argument of Judge 
SAWYER’S decision, they are not bound to 
follow it until it shall have been affirmed 
by the United States Supreme Court, 

If that decision is good law, the New 
York courts are conferring both State and 
National citizenship upon persons legally 
disqualified. In forbidding discrimina- 
tions founded on race or color as between 
citizens, the Fifteenth Amendment did 
not forbid discriminations in the natural - 
ization laws. When it was adopted white 
men only were eligible to naturalization 
under the laws, and the subsequent amend- 
ment to the laws only extended the 
privilege to persons of African descent. 
It ison this strong ground that the Federal 
District courts have refused naturaliza- 
tion to men of the colored Asiatic races, 
andifthere is good reason for constitu- 
tionally depriving the States of the power 
to confer gitizenship, there is as good 
reason for taking some steps to prevent 
the State courts from conferring citizen- 
ship contrary to the uniform rule of 
naturalization prescribed by Congress, 
and which Congress is exclusively author- 
ized to prescribe. The interpretation of 
that rule as regards the eligibilty of 
Chinamen should be promptly referred to 
the Supreme Court for final decision. 

A State may confer civil rights and even 
the right to vote on unnaturalized per- 
sons, but that full citizenship which 
makes a man a citizen of the United 
States and of the State in which 
he resides, and entitles him to all 
the privileges and immunities of a 
citizen in any of the other States, 
can be conferred subject to the regula- 
tions and discriminations of Federal law 
only. Only mischief and trouble can re- 
sult from permitting State courts to give 
illegal certificates of citizenship where 
the State law makes the right to vote de- 
pend on citizenship.

Forty years ago Macaulay said: ‘‘Those who 
compare the age on which their lot has fallen 
with a golden age which existe only in their 
imagination may talk of degeneracy and de- 
cay; but no man who is rrectly informed as 
to the past will be disposed to take a morose 
or desponding view of the present. It is 
somewhat difficult at first to apply these 
words to the year 1687 in the United States. 

The trials and convictions for municipal cor- 
ruption in this city, Chicago and elsewhere, 
the unfolding of the Central Pacific Railroad 
iniquity, the known influences at work at 
Albany and other State capitals during legis- 
lative sessions, the control of corporations in 
governmental affairs, the money expended in 
elections and the way our political machinery 
is managed generally, indicate a condition of 
things that may well tax our faith in favorable 
progress. It would seem to bea very black 
past that could compare unfavorably in the 
matter of corruption with our present. 

Bat the encouraging fact is that the cor- 
rective process is not wanting. These evils are 
being exposed and convictions of offenders 
are really taking place, few as they are. The 
people are being roused to a sense of the situ- 
ation, and there isa visible check to venality 
and corruption. With the quick development 
of the country, corporations have grown with 
wonderful rapidity.

But common intelligence is now cog- 
nizantof the truth of the situation, and it has 
the penitentiary on itsside. The leaven of 
retorm, we trust, has begun to work. Ina 
large sense Macaulay’s words hold true for us.

The official inquiry into the conduct of Capt.

‘John Richard Davis, the Father of Twentz - 
—Three Children. 


John Richard Davis passed through the 
Union Depot this morning on his way from 
Lawrenceburg, Mo,, to Winfield, Kan. He 
has growing out of the right side of his neck 
an immense tumor. It has been growing for 
the past thirty-eight years, and now weighs 
thirty-four pounds.

d he carries it on his right shoulder, having 
Rincased in a cloth bag. The strange forma- 
tion is separated from tue neck by two or 
three inches, being connected only the skin, 
which forms its covering, and some 
arteries. It is a solid, heavy substance, 
and can be moved all around. Mr, 
Davis says hundreds of physicians have 
viewed the tumor, but with few exceptions 
they have pronounced it incurable. As it 
never pains him be has been unwilling to en- 
danger his life by having it operated upon. 
Although quite a weight and a little inconven- 
ent to carry about with him, be has always 
managed to work. By trade he is a painter, 
and hesays he can work at that business 
witout much annoyance, as he is nearly al- 
ways in a standing posture and can carry the 
weight on his shoulder. He has 
hardly ever been sick in his lite 
and is now 76 years of age. 
At the present time, he says, he feels just as 
active as he ever did, although he knows be 
could not run so long, nor jump as h ie BOF 
as far as when a boy.

WIDE DIVERGENCE OF OPINIONS ON TRE 
MASONIO CONTROVERSY. 


Speech of a Former Grand Master Pat in 
Evidence—Tolerance of Saloon-Keeping 
Recommended—Difference Between En- 
ticing and Legitimate Business Ex- 
Plained—Deputy Grand Master Collins’ 
Reply—Decision in 1884 on the Trouble- 
some Q Saloonista’ Vested Rights 
in Morals, - g 


A well-known Mason, replying to the state - 
ments of District Deputy Grand Master Col- 
Uns and Dr. Vincil, Grand Secretary, that 
prohibition had nothing to do with the arrest 
of Napthali Lodge’s charter, quotes the fol- 
lowing from an address said to have been 
delivered by Grand Master Wm. D. Muir 
in 1870: ‘‘Although, having no special 
commendstions to pass on the business of 
dramshop keeping, yet as to those therein en- 
gaged as well as to all others, the rule of Ma- 
sonic law ought to be fairly applied. I know 
ofno Masonic statute that may be invoked 
specially against a Mason, imposing a peremp- 
tory prohibition against his engaging in that 
business. No one is bound to patronize it, 
and if any one shall choose 
„this evil way and pursue it to habitual drunk 
enness, such of course are themselves under 
the penalty of our law. Mason enjoins 
temperance asacardinal virtue,and its spirit 
and teachings are that Masons shalido their 
fellow-men all the good they can, and no 
harm, This benevolent sentiment oaght to 

Masons in their social and business rela- 
tions with the worid, inducing the pursuit 
or avoidance of vocations as they may or may 
not square with it. But the enforcement of 
this almost golden rule, in its broad and 
comprehensive sense must be left as the effect 
on the lives of men, of the dissemination and 
inculcation of the great principles and teach- 
ing of Masonry and religion. 

At the same time 1 should be far from say- 
ing that a Mason in this business may not 80 
conduct it as to violate the positive duty he 
owes his brother, and in such wise as to call 


= | 


forth discipline of the lodge. For in- 
stance: If wiliful enticement be offered 
to, or advantage taken of, a brother, 


to lead him astray, such conduct would be 
within the legitimate seope of lodge discipline; 
notasacharge against a general business or 
persons in such business, but as criminal con- 
duct practiced by one Mason against another 
to his injury. 

The report of the committee on the Grand 
Master’s address relative to this subject is as 
follows: ‘‘Your committee approve thc sen- 
timénts of the Most Worshipful Grand Master 
in so much of his address as refers to the busi- 
ness of dramshop keeping, and commend 
them tothe consideration of the individual 
members of this Grand Lodge. 

Tue above was adopted October 10, 1870, 
and is as much a law in this jurisdiction to- 
day as anything ever adopted and not repeal- 


ed. That the subordinate lodges in 
this jurisdiction were governed y this 
law up to 188: is verified by 
the petition to the Grand Lodge 


asking that ail persons 2 in such bust - 
ness (dram- shop keeping) declared ineligi- 
ble as petitioners for the mysteries of Masoury 
within this grand jurisdiction. 

It is not hard to distinguish between 
Masonry and prohibition here. Disguise the 
fact as you will, there is only one question for 
for the Masons of Missouri to decide, and that 
is: Shall we contiuue to be Masons or be- 
come tools for the Prohibitionists?’’ 

MR. COLLINS’ REPLY. 

Mr. Collins, District Deputy Grand Master, 
was seen this afternoon by a Post-DIsPaTcH 
reporter and asked whether he was wrong in 
his statement in Tuesday’s Post-DISPaTCH, 
thatthe law of 1882 was no new law. For re- 
ply Mr. Collins took down the report of the 
proceedings of 1884, and turned to the case 

alnst James. B. Carson of Laclede Lodge, 
whose case came up on appeal. Carson’s 
grounds of appeal were two: irst, That the 
charge against him was that he was a dram- 
shop keeper, and that he was a Mason in good 
standing when the law under which he was 
convicted, was passed; second, that Masonry 
cannot interfere with a man’s business. 

The Grievance Committee, Noah M. Givan, 
Chairman, reported on the case and the re- 
port was adopted. Mr. Collins took this re- 
portandread it through carefully and then 
sad: This, Ithink, fully exonerates me. 
said in the Post-DIsSPATCH that the declaration 
of 1882 was no new law, Dut simply called at- 
tention to an old Masonic law. hether I am 
a or not is ciearly shown by the latter part 
0 the decision of the commit- 
tee, which is so clearly worded as to need no 
explanation. I simply submit it as an indica- 
tion of my position.’’ 

A DRAMBSHOP DECISION. 

The portion of the report referred to by Mr. 
Collins reads as follows: 

The adoption of the resolution of 1882 was 
only a specific declaration of what had always 
been recognized as Masonic law. Temperance 
has always been one of the cardinal virtues of 
Masonry. It would be a strange rule that 
would punish the victim and not the victim- 
izer. Masonry is asystem of morals. It deals 
in moral rights and not in civil or religious 


rights. Atlaw a person * have certain 
rights which he may ave enforced 
as vested rights, but auloon-keeping 


is not one of them, much less can there ba 
such a thing as a saloon-keeper having vested 
rights in morals. The proposition is simply 
absurd. The Legislature of the State may 
abolish saloons entirely and such a lav, if now 
enacted, would not interfere with the vested 
rights of the oldest saloon-keeper in the State. 
Nor would such a law be subject to the ob- 
jection thatit interferes with ‘a man’s busi- 
ness. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri has recently 
beid that the license fee enacted by the gen- 
eral law regulating dramshops isa privilege 
of carrying on a business which is detrimental 
to public morals, and which the Legislature, 
in the exercise of the police wer, has the 
right to prohibit altogether. If the Legislature 
of the State,in the interest of good government, 
may altogether prohibit the citizens from 
keeping saloons, how much more may the 
Grand Lodge in the interest of good morals, 
prohibit its members from engaying, or con- 
tinuing ina business which is recognized by 
the law of the land as ‘‘detrimental to public 
morals.’’ Because the saloon-keeper is 
licensed by the State, it does not follow that it 
is not an immoral business. The laws licens- 
int business of that characjer ‘‘are regarded 
as police regulations, established by the 
Legislature for the prevention of intemper- 
ance, pauperism and crime, and for the abate- 
ment of nuisances.’ This principle is well 
settled by a long line of authorities. This 
being the case, it can hardly be claimed that 
the law of 1882 interferes ‘‘with a man’s busi- 
ness,’’ although that business may be licensed 


by the State.

A WICKED DOCTOR. 


The Scandal Which Seriously Affects a South 
Amboy Lady.

New Browswick, N. J., September 15.— 
South Amboy is just now shaken up over the 
particulars of a scandal which involves a pret- 
ty young music teacber and vice-principal of

She was attractive and exceedingly in- 
telligent, and had a wide circle of friends. A 
few days ago her name became the subject of 
gossip, owing to the flight of Dr. Cronin, to. 
whom she was afianced. About a year ago 
Druggist John R. Morrell engaged in a contro- 
versy with the medical profession at South 
Amboy, and threatened that he would bring a 
physician there who would secure all of their 
patronage.

In answer to 
the advertisement Dr. Cronin appesred, and 
was introduced to the townsfolk as the future 
head of the medical pestvetten by Morrell.

of 30 years, of suave and Saptivatia manners, 
He secu lodgings at the home of Mrs. Mar- 
tin, where Miss McAdams had long resided. 
The two met and became warm friends. Dr. 
Cronin was the companion of Miss McAdams’ 
strolls about the shaded walks of the village 
during her summer vacation. While the new 
doctor was building up his practice he quite 
overlooked the fact that Druggist Morrell had 
been his benefactor, and oneday quarreled 
with him apd in sacrificing the druggist’s 


friendship lost many friends who had 
purposely atronized him. The fact 
that Dr. ronin and Miss McAdams 


boarded atthe same house was the subject of 


considerable 1 and friends of the young 
lady advise her to secure anoth- 
er home. She replied that she was 
engaged to the young doctor and ex- 


ected to ma him within afew weeks. In 

he meantime, the Board of Trustees of School 
District No. 1. held a meeting and refused to 
allow Miss McAdams to return to her position.

The gossips had another 
inning over this denouement and Miss Me- 
Adams again implored Cronin to save her 
reputation by an immediate marriage. Cronin 
flatly refused to keep the engagement then, 
and in the midst ofthe scene which ensued a 
8 woman entered the parlor where he 
and Miss McAdams were conversing and 


claimed to be a sister the doctor, 
who greeted her. very affectionately. 
Miss McAdams, who refased to leave 


the house, subsequently overheard the sister 
of her faithless iover conversing about the 
disposal of the furniture which her money had 
purchased. On awakening next day the 
inusic teacher discovered that Dr. Cronin and 
his alleged sister had left South Amboy, and 
on the closed office door was found the simple 
announcement that Dr. Cronin would return 
onthe 10th. Miss McAdams sougut shelter st 
the home of her sister again, and then told 
her story to Counselor Thomas J. Cloke. The 
conversation overheard by her between Cro- 
nin and the strange woman was repeated, and 
the lawyer bexan making an investigation to 


ascertain whether Cronin had attempted 
to defraud his victim out of the 
furniture which she had purchased. At 


the office of the County Clerk in this city yes- 
terday Cloke discovered recorded a chuattle 
mortgage made by Cronin to Annie Cronin on 
all of his house and office furniture. The 
mortgage was recorded on April lb, three days 
after the furniture was purchased. It is be- 
lieved in South Amboy that it was Oronin’s in- 
tention to deceive and defraud Miss McAdams 
from the beginning of their acquaintance, and 
that his suden flight from the town was to se- 
cure safety from arrest and prosecution. An 
order was given the Sheriff yesterday to levy 
on the furniture in the David street residence 
in the interest of Miss McAdams, and this will 
be done to-day. Cronin has not returned to 
South Amboy.

EMPTIED THE TREASURY. 


Montana Repeals the Law to Pay Bounties 
for Prairie Dogs and Squirrels. 


HELENA, Mont., September 15.—A special 
. Session of the Fifteenth Legisiative Assembly 
: adjourned last evening after a session of about 
three weeks. Probably never before has it 
been the case that prairie dogs and ground 
Squirrels necessitated a special session of 
Legislature, but such is the case in Montana. 
The Legislature last winter authorized a 
bounty of ten cents for prairie dogs and five 
cents for ground squirrels, and to date the 


territory has paid for 698,971 ground 
and 158, 709 rairie dogs, — a tot 8 
$50,000. The ounty act had exhausted all the 


money in the treasury, and was run 
territory rapidly in debt. The povertior won 
the permission of the President, called a 
Special session and repealed the law. Amon 
other acts Cascade County was created, wit 
Great Falls as the county seat. g

THE MOVEMENT IN NEW YORK TO FORM A 
NEW NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 


A Circular Letter Addregsed to Clubs by the 
Reformers—The Causes of the Fight— 
“Fixed” Racing at Chicago—They Are 
the Same Old Maroons—Boston’s Big 
Base Ball Season—Sporting News and 
Notes—Chips From the Diamond. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

NEW Tonk, September 15.—The New York 
Athletic Club again assumes the initiative in a 
movement for the advancement of amateur 
athletics. In 1876 the New York Athletic Club 
started the present National Association and 
really forced the organization of the Intercol- 
legiate tothe wail. Itoriginated the boxing 
and wrestiing and swimming championship 
and previous tothe forming of the N. A. A. 
A. A. held the fleld sports championships. 
Since 1882, however, the management of the 
N. A. A. A. A. has had an antagonistic ten- 
dency to the New York Athletic Ciub and the 
ill-feeling was intensified by the Ford case and 
culminated in the recent charges against E. 
O. Carter, the American and English cham- 
pion runner, who isa member of the New 
Yorks. These names and cases led to the New 
Yorks withdrawing from 

THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION, 
but that club was not the only one dissatis- 
fied. Several out-of-town clubs of wealth and 
influence felt aggrieved because ail meetings 
of the National Association and the annual 
champlonship meetings were held in this city 
instead of being held in different cities an- 
nually as is the case with the National Asso- 
ciation of Oarsmen. These causes led to 
conferences between out-of-town clubs 
and the New York Athletie Club as to 
the advisability of organizing a new national 


Association. These conferences were only of 
an informal character but they were of sach a 
nature as to induce the New York Athietic 
Club to step to the front and inaugurate a re- 
form. Ata meeting of the governing com- 


mittee of the New York Ath- 
letic Club held in the house 
No. 144 West Fifty-fifth street Tuesday night, 


a letter from the Schuylkill Navy Athietic 
Club was read in which that body asked the 
assistance of the New York Athietic Club in 
forming{anew National Association.It was then 
agteed to do so and a circular letter of 
Which a copy is annexed was sent to prom- 
nent clubs and athletic associations of col- 
leges, asking assistance. This letter was not 
sent to club members of the present Associa- 
tion, it being the opinion of the committee 
that it would not be in good taste to ask those 
clubs to desert the present Association, 
although it is hoped they will all find it con- 
venient to do so, and thereby force a second 
reconstruction of the Association and make it 
national. The letter was as follows: 
THE LETTER. 

„Some dissatisfaction having been ex- 
pressed at the management and methods of 
the National Association of Amateur Athletes 
of America and its localization in the city of 
New York, and the Athletic Club of the Schuyl- 
kill Navy of Philadelphia having addressed us 
a letter onthe subject, and we being willing 


to take the initiative in the movement 
therein indicated, by resolution of our 
Board of Governors, we have decided to ad- 


dress this communication to such a number of 
the prominent athletic clubs as will suffice to 
perfect the preliminary organization, trusting 
thatall others muy join inthe movement as 
the preliminary work has been accomplished. 
The purpose is to form an organization 
broader in its scope, more liberal to clubs ata 
distance from this city, more far-reaching in 
Its purpose and more general in its encourage- 
mentof amateur athietics than the present 
Association.’’

THE INTERVIEWS. 

The task of interviewing 693 delegates in less 
than five hoursisan exceedingly difficult one 
under any circumstances, but it was rendered 
more especially so in this instance by the fact 
that between meal hours the delegates had 
their time fully occupied by wire-pulling on 
the proceedings ofthe convention. Notwith- 
standing these serious obstacles the questions 
were put to nearly every manin the conven- 
tion. A large number refused either to give 
their names or to answer the questions, 
but an answer direct or otherwise was 
given by 3872 of the delegates. It is a 
noteworthy fact that the leaders of the 
party and professional politicians either de- 
clined to answer or disguised their opinions in 
vague and befogging generalities. Senator 
Evarts, for example, was afraid of making 
mistakes, but after all, perhaps he came 
nearer than ever before to giving a direct 
answer. Senator Hiscock was too busy. Chair- 
man Low did not have much time to answer 
questions. EX-Gov. Cornell was as shy as a 
16-year old miss, and Levi P. Morton was not 
in the line of answering questions. 

A MAJORITY FOR BLAINE. 

Many minor delegates declared themselves 
averse to expressing a choice for President, 
but the great majority unhesitatingly de- 
clared themselves for Blaine, Not a few ex- 
pressed a wish to have their names printed in 
their answers in great big capitals, though one 
or two went to the opposite extreme and 
named their choice subject to reconsideration. 
In estimating the Prohibition and labor vote 


the delegates, as Republicans, sought to be- 
little the former, which is supposed to be 
drawn chiefly from the Republican party, and 
to magnify the labor vote, which they hope 


will be drawn almost entirely from 
the Democratic vote. It will be 
noticed that A few estimated 


the Prohibition vote as high as 60,000, which is 
greatly in excess of last year. It was mani- 
fest, however, by the numerous instances of 
reluctance to give figures and the character- 
istic expressions let fall, as well as by the 
references to the subject made by Chairman 
Low and other speakers in the convention, 
that the delegates were, to say the least, ili at 
ease in regard to the Prohibition movement.

POMPEII NOT DESTROYED. 


A Chapter of Accidents Prevents the Inau- 
guration of the Spectacle. 


The ancient city of Pompeli, with its doomed 
bath-houses, temples, villas, arches, and 
orange and cypress groves, still stands on the 
slopes by the sea, and its inhabitants have one 
more day of grace. The festival of Arbaces in 
honor of the Goddess Isis is postponed, and 
Vesuvius did not erupt as was expected. 

This interference with the course of the 
catastrophe which was to destroy a city to the 


great delight of thousands of persons was due 
to a chapter of accidents on the Narrow-Gauge 
Railroad thatruns out the grounds and was 
depended upon tetake the band, Arbaces, 
Glaucus, Ione and the citizens of Pompeli 
with the force of officials to conduct the pano- 
rama and the crowd of spectators. 

The first accident happened early in the 
evening, about 6:30 o’cluck, when the engine 
drawing the east-bound train was ditched by 
the spreading of the rails atthe amphitheater 
near Union avenue. The engine, tender and 
one coach leit the track and completely 
blockaded the old road, There was still one 
track left, but the new superintendent, Mr. T. 
S. McDowell, who was notified of the acci- 
dent, took out a special engine with a force of 
men to clear the track. The 6:40 train, loaded 
to the platform with people going to their 
homes in the suburbs gwas compelled to await 
the return of the special, which was nearly an 
hour. When the special engine did return on 
the new track it became tangled up in 
a frog at the entrance to the yards and 
was ditched on the new track, blockading 
every track in the yards, and detaining all the 
trains which were to be used to convey the 
force of employes and spectators to the am- 
phitheater. This was bad enough but it was 
not the worst. One track was left open out of 
the yards and on this the 6:40 train pulled out 
und ran tothe wreck at Union avenue, where 
the suburban passengers were trans- 
ferred to a train on the other 
side and were conveyed to their homes. 
The Superintendent expected to use the single 
free train to convey the force and as many of 
the people as pussible to the grounds, but in 
working about the derailed engine near the 
depot some one laid a rail across the open 
track, and when the train backed down toward 
the depot the rear coach ran on the rail and 
was thrown from the track, thus biockading 
every avenue and thoroughly demoralizing 
the Superintendent and his force. It was 
found impossible to clear the way in time for 
the show. 

The cable and Washington avenue cars 
brought thousands of people who expected to 
attend the opening performance to the depot. 
By 8 o’clock the place was packed with men, 
womenand children who awaited trains to 
take them out. The gates to the yard were 
closed and barred, but after waiting a while 
the crowd forced a gate open and 
poured into the yards where the 
trains were standing, — 1 every coach 
to suffocation. They overran the tracks and 
oscillated back and forward between the de- 
pot and the dismantled engine. Several per- 
sons wgre bruised andjcrushed in the moving 
throngs, but no serious damage was done. No 
definite information could be had, and the 
crowd waited with more or less pxatience, as 
circumstances prompted, until 9 o’clock. 
During the wait one exciting in- 
cident occurred, A detective discovered 
a negro picking a gentleman's pock- 
ets and attempted to arrest him. 
The negro broke and ran, and tucking his 
head down, charged in bull fashion on the 
dense throng. He knocked down a woman 
with a child in herarms and gained the street, 
where he was captured, but not before the de- 
tective had fired two shots from his revolver 
into the air. This, of course, added to the ex- 
citement, and there were rumors that one 

erson was shot, but they proved to be un- 
ounded. Atvo’clock it was announced that 
no trains would run, that the opening 
would be 1 and that tickets 
would be good for any performance. Many of 
the people demanded their money back and 
several were accgemmodated, but the rush 
threatened to be 80 =~ that the ticket- 
sellers turned out their lights and escaped 
with the cash. Thecrowd was sorely disap- 
* and there was considerable protest-

The fire de- 
partment came out, and in the attempt to ex- 
tingtish the flames, drowned the 5 
whose body was roasted in the burning bulld- 
The wounded girl is not expected to re- 
cover.
